A Y it please your moft excellent Mlajeffy, I bereas in and by 
the fixth article of the treaty for the unicn of the two king- 
doms of England and Scotland, (which treaty was ratified by acts 
of parliament paffed in either kingdon:, and particularly by an acl

made in England in the fifth year of the reign of her late majefty 5 Ann. c. 38. 


Queen Anne, of bleffed memery) it was provided that the cufioms and 
duties on import and export, fettled in England when the union com- 
menced, fhould from and after the union, take place throughout the 
whole united kingdom, excepting and referving, as in the /aid article 
is particularly expreffed,; and in and by the fevenih article of the 
faid treaty it was provided, That ail parts of the united kingdom 
foould for ever, from and after the union, be liable to the fame excifes 
(excepting cnly that fuch beer cr ale as are therein defcribed, fhould 
not after the union be liable, upon account of the then prefent excife 
upon excifeable liquors in England, to any higher impofition than two 
Shillings fterling upon thirty four gallons Englith barrel, being 
twelve gallons of the then prefent Scots meafure;) and it was by the 
article laji mentioned provided, That the excife then fettled in England

Monies received out of the late duke’s 
forfeited eftate, &c. remaining in the trealury of Ireland or exchequer of 
Great Britain, made liable to difcharge the debts charged thereon. Sav- 
ing to the crown of all rights before the attainder. Not to extend to revive 
the regalities of the county ot Tipperary.

HEREAS an accidental dreadful fire happened within-the 

town of Aberdeen, on or about the thirtieth day of O&to- 
ber one thoufand feven hundred and twenty one, whereby the office, 
commonly called the commiffar clerks office, was fuddenly confumed, 
and at the fame time the regifters and records therein of all teflaments 
and confirmations, all aéts of curacy, judicial renunciations, ratifi- 
cations, decreats, difpofitions, bonds, bills, and other writs and evi- 
dences, together with the principal writings themfelves, then in the 
aid office as the warrants of extraéis and precepts, were intirely 
burnt and deftroyed, whereby many perfons are and will be in great 
danger of lofing their rights, by reafon the extracts of Juch writings 
and precepts as are in their hands, will not be fufficient, as the law 
now flands, to defend them againft actions of improbation: for re~. 
lieving therefore of fuch perfons, and for preventing any incon- 
veniency or prejudice that may at any time happen to them 
from fuch actions of improbation, be it enacted, &c.
